Four Building Bond 
Proposals Approved 
Riverside County voters yesterday stamped an el­ 
ectoral okay on Congressman D. S. Saund's return tick­ 
et to Washington as the judge from Westmoreland 
scored a heavy victory over Republican John Babbage. 
But the statewide Democratic | 
trend was sidetracked in at least 
one county race as voters gave 
Assemblyman Lee Backstrand a 
narrow margin over Democrat 
Clifford Dean. 
County v o t e r s also balloted 
heavily in favor of four county 
building bond proposals. 
IN TWO OTHER key county 
ra'*es 
Rav Johnson defeated 
Frank H. Gibson in balloting for 
county superintendent of schools 
and Paul Anderson retained his 
seat on the Board of Supervisors 
with a 3-2 poll over U. L. Voris. 
County voters similarly followed 
the statewide trend on Proposi­ 
tions 16. 17. soundly defeating 
both measures. But Proposition 
18 — the ‘ right * to - work" 
amendment — drew ahead with 
a margin of less than 100 ballots. 
WITH 300 OF THE c o u n t y ’s 
426 precincts in. Saund counted 
33 783 votes to 21.476 for River­ 
side Attorney Babbage 
It was a tighter picture for 
Backstrand, who s q u e a k e d 
through the same number of pre- 
ci c» with 28.490 ballots to Dean's 
26.437. 
Schools Supt. Johnson po l l e d 
23.256 votes, with 270 precincts 
reporting, while Gibson tallied 
18.813. 
ANDERSON COUNTED victory 
with 5.959, leaving 4.239 ballots 
for Voris. 
In the resort area, voters fol­ 
lowed the countv and State in 
staging one of the greatest off- 
year polling records in history— 
but they reversed the v o t i n g 
trend with a Republican majority. 
HOWEVER. THE resort elec 
torate followed the county’s lead 
In approving all four building 
bond issues by wide margins. 
In return from 23 out of 24 
precincts. Palm Springs voters 
supported Sen. William F. Know- 
laH ’s bid for governor with

ALBANY. N.Y. (UPD - Republi­ 
can Nelson A. Rockefeller won 
New York * battle of the million­ 
aires with more than half a mil­ 
lion votes to spare today, unseat­ 
ing Democratic Gov. AvereH Har 
riman. 
Rockefeller's stunning personal 
victory, in his first try for public 
office and in contrast to a Demo­ 
cratic tide across the nation, push­ 
ed him to the forefront of GOP 
presidential possibilities for 1960.

' I'm Bin Fnouah to Have Bullets How— Daddy' 
EARL WILSON: 
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Study of Parkinq Zones Could 


G ain New Spaces for Public 
With such an acute shortage of park­ 
ing spaces, especially on Palm Canyon 
Drive, now would be a good time to re­ 
view zoning and marking in an effort 
to put every curbside space to its full­ 
est possible use. 
A tour along our principal thorough­ 
fare indicates that approximately 20 
spaces, now restricted to the public, 
might at least be opened to five-min­ 
ute parking. Commercial surveys show 
each space to be worth hundreds of dol­ 
lars oaily to merchants to say nothing 
of their invaluable convenience and 
saving of time to the shopping public 
in a busily crowded area. 
With the thought in mind that hund­ 
reds of thousands of dollars of addition­ 
al revenue could be obtained by putting 
all curb parking spaces to their highest 
and best use, it becomes readily appar­ 
ent that there are far too many “red" 
zones. There is hardly a one of these 
that could not well be re-marked 
“green1' and serve as a five-minute 
parking place for some person making 
a hurried dash into a drugstore or some- 
other urgent errand. 
One also notices a number of “yel­ 
low" loading-zones which are not in use 
except for a few minutes on occasional 
days. Almost all stores requiring any 
amount of regular ’ cargo have their 
own loading docks off street. Most of 
the present loading-zones would be of 
a great deal more benefit to nearby 
stores and cause little if any interfer­ 
ence with package deliveries if convert­ 
ed to five-minute parking. 
Likewise there are a number of 
"white” passenger zones in front of 


properties which have ample entrance 
and parking spaces within their own 
properties. These, too, could serve a 
double purpose under five-minute park­ 
ing.The driveway situation also bears 
close examination. A number of proper­ 
ties have driveways which are no long­ 
er needed or in use. Others are wider 
than necessary, or could accommodate 
more parking on either side than is 
presently made available. Here, again, 
are possibilities for providing addition-' 
al parking spaees. 
While property owners are entitled 
to sufficient space for certain necessary 
uses in the conduct of their business, 
they are also desirous to obtain as many 
customers as possible. Most would quite 
quickly agree to changes which still 
provide this feature and yet bring them 
another dozen or more customers per 
hour as do five-minute parking spaces 
in strategic locations. 
A thorough and detailed study of the 
situation by the proper City authorities 
is in order to determine how many of 
the existing parking places can be put 
to better use. 
It is important to secure as much ad­ 
ditional off-street parking ,as possible, 
but it is of even greater importance to 
see that every available foot of on­ 
street parking is opened to public use. 
To ban parking in any space which 
could and should be ooen to the public 
. . . even for limited parking . . . is a 
serious, expensive, stupid and aggravat­ 
ing matter. 
Short term parking is better than no 
parking at all.

More than once on this 
story 1 have taken notes on in­ 
terviews freely given and have 
then scratched out the pertinent 
m aterial upon request.

REPORTER would 
like some firm facts and dates 
on ANP . but no responsible 
American would try to second- 
guess the government on atomic 
security. Taking the Russian pre­ 
diction as an informed estimate, 
has anything happened since last 
year to delay the atomic air­ 
craft flights? Will this swift, non­ 
stop, world-circling, sise - and - 
ceiling • unlimited plane t a k e 
off, as predicted, during t h e 


presidency of Dwight Eisenhow­ 
er?A top GE official on the ANP 
site permitted m e this quotation 
without use of his name:

They say Pancho Villa m ar­ 
ried 20 ladies during his career 
as a revolutionary General. So 
this morning — (the film festi­ 
val being some boring m alarky 
about frustrated love) — I went 
down to the old quarter. To 
get a few eye-nesses to t r u e 
rom ance. 
The headquarters of Los Dora­ 
dos is in the old Spanish section 
of Mexico City 
I found Colonel Aniceto Lopez 
Salazar behind a desk, fronting 
an enormous ohotograph of Gen­ 
eral Villa after the battle of 
Queretaro. 


“THE DORADOS are dedicat­ 
ed to the ideals of the revolu­ 
tion,” he said. “We were th e 
first organization on the North 
American continent to fight Com­ 
m unism .” 
The Colonel showed me a scar­ 
red bullet wound in his throat. 
“ During the battle contra las 
Comm unistas.” he said darkly. 


“ A GALLANT WOUND. T e l l 
m e. my Colonel, do you know 
any widows of the General liv­ 
ing around about?” 
“The Dorados of Villa.” he 
said, “were the Golden Guard. 
The elite corps. The s h o c k 
troops of the G ran Division del 
Norte. From them , we take our 
illustrious name. 
“Though nowadays.’’ said the 
Colonel, “few of us Dorados still 
live. But we take in those with 
the sam e ideals. Our mem bers 
come from all walks of life. 
From all parts of the Republic.” 


WE GOT OUT a radio t a pe 
recorder. The Colonel broke y>ut 
a case of Mexican beer and a 
bottle of Mexican brandy. 
A num ber of uniformed officers 
drifted in. A small orchestra be­ 
gan to play songs of the Io n g.

G e n e r a l Francisco Villa was 
mighty careless with his widows.

“ Is there anyone who d o e s 
not wish to go on this cam ­ 
paign?” the General once asked. 
” 1 would like to stay home, 
m i General,” said one of the 
D o r a d o s . “ Mainly because I 
must take care of my wife.” 


VILLA THEN SENT for th e 
wife. He took out Mis pistol and 
plugged her firm ly in the bris­ 
ket. 
"Now.” said Villa, “you have 
no problems. Let’s go.” 
The other D o r a d o s present 
then shot THEIR wives. T h e y 
did not wish the General to think 
they had any problems, either. 
Those were rom antic days. 


EACH YEAR, the widows of 
Villa gather at Parral, where the 
General was killed in an am ­ 
bush. They hold quite a cere­ 
mony at the grave
